INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY AUGUST 3, 1997 - 0900 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: New large fires were reported in Southern California.
Large fires iIn Alaska continue to burn despite recent precipitation. Many
units in the West continue to report very high to extreme fire indices.

ALASKA LARGE FIRES:

SIMELS, Galena District, BLM. This fire is on the east side of the Innoko
Flats, between Galena and McGrath. The slopover has moved south of
Folger Creek and is 40% contained. The area has received rain.

CHINIKLIK MOUNTAIN, Galena District, BLM. A Type Il Incident Management
Team (Wehking) is assigned. The crews finished securing a majority of the
perimeter. The fire received evening precipitation, and three crews were
released.

INOWAK, Southwest Area Forestry, Alaska State. A Type 11 Incident
Management Team (Dube) is assigned. Burning intensity picked up during
the afternoon and evening hours, producing significant smoke columns. The
fire has increased in size by about 30,000 acres. This increase has not
been mapped and has not been included in th e total size.

BUTTE CREEK, Fairbanks Area Forestry, Alaska State. This fire is located
25 miles east of Eilson Air Force Base, near cabins on the Salcha River.
The fire received intermittent showers throughout the day. Demobilization
is planned.

GARFIELD CREEK, Galena District, BLM. This fire is located on the Seward
Peninsula, 65 miles north of Nome. Evening precipitation was received,
which greatly diminished fire activity.

MAGITCHLIE CREEK, Galena District, BLM. This fire is located in the
Innoko Flats, 35 miles south of Kaltag. The initial burn-out objectives
were completed. After noon precipitation was received.

DEVILS PEAK, Southwest Area Forestry, Alaska State. This fire is located
west of the Kuskokwim River, 60 miles south of McGrath. Tentative
demobilization is planned for 8/3.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

LAURAL, San Diego Ranger Unit, California State. This fire is located
near Ramona, CA. Control problems include steep, rocky terrain. Hot and
humid conditions have contributed to several cases of heat exhaustion.

WOHLFORD, San Diego Ranger Unit, California State. Eleven dwellings,
twenty out buildings, and thirty vehicles have been destroyed. Control
problems include heavy fuels, steep terrain and very hot and dry
conditions.

OUTLOOK:

Oregon and Washington will be warm and dry with a slight chance of
thunderstorms from the Cascades eastward. Temperatures will be in the
upper 60"s to the 80"s from the coast to the Cascades and in the 90°s to
100"s east of the Cascades.

California will be warm and dry with a slight chance of thunderstorms over
the central and southern mountains and southern deserts. Temperatures
along the coast and in the mountains will be in the 70"s and 80°"s. Highs
in the valleys and deserts will be in the 90"s to 100°s.

Nevada will be partly sunny with scattered mainly wet thunderstorms in the
southern half. High temperatures will be in 80"s to mid 90"s in the north
and in the 90°s to 110 in the south.

Utah will be partly cloudy with scattered wet thunderstorms. Highs will
be in the upper 80"s to near 105.

Alaska will be cloudy with rain in the north and west and showers likely
on the south coast. The southeast should be dry and warm with a chance of
thunderstorms in the northeast. Highs will be in the 50"s and 60"s

except in the east where highs will be in the 70"s to 80°"s.
